Dr. Guthnick of the Royal Observa- 
tory at Berlin has recently announced 
the result of his photometric studies 
of six of the principal satellites of Sat- 
urn. He confirms the previous conclu- 
sions of other observers that several, 
and perhaps all, of these satellites be- 
have like our own moon In keeping al- 
ways the same side toward the planet 
round which they revolve. In regard 
to the satelittle named Tethys, he of- 
fers an Interesting hypothesis to ac- 
count for Its very marked changes of 
luminosity. His idea Is that Tethys 
possesses the form of a long ellipsoid, 
the two principal axes of which are 
to one another tn the ratio of five to 
two. It will be remembered that a s!m- 
llar suggestion has been made concern- 
ing the sbape of the astero!ld Eros, 
which likewlse exhibits great variations 
of light, according to Its position In its 
orbit about the sun. 

All the Ingenulty that bas been em- 
ployed in the past few years In the tn- 
vention of submarine boats would be 
wasted but for the means that have 
been found to bestow upon the sub- 
merged vessel, or upon those who nayi- 
gate It, the ability to see what Is go- 
Ing on upon the surface of the water. 
These means are simple in principle, 
as they depend only upon the reflection 
and conduction of light, but almost 
every nation has its own methods of 
supplying “eyes” to its submarine war- 
boats, and the details are kept more 
or less secret. Universally, the appa- 
ratus comprises a tube rising above 
the water, and carrying reflecting sur- 
faces by which the Images of ships and 
other objects above are carried to the 
watchful eyes beneath. Mirrors have 
usually been employed, but the French 
navy has substituted for them total- 
refiection prisms. To vary the length 
of the tube, so that {ts upper end may 
be always above the waves, an appara- 
tus operated by a little electric motor 
is employed In the latest models. 





THE MODERN GRAIN ELEVATOR, 





It Is a Group of Esmormous Tanks 
Made of Hollow Tiling. 
There has been a revolution In grain 
elevator construction In recent years. 
In the familiar tall red structure which 
ia a common accessory of the western 





landscape the grain bins and machin- 


ery were In the same building. 

Nowadays, according to Insurance 
Engineering, the practice is to put the 
machinery ip a separate building and 
store the grain in large tanks connect- 
ed with the machinery building by belt 
conveyors. There Is little doubt that 
the old-fashioned wooden grain eleva- 
tor with all its objectionable features 
is a thing of the past. 

In the modern grain tank of hollow 
terra cotta tile, bullt clreular in shape, 
the walls consist of blocks six tnches 
in thickness and eight Inches tn helght, 
furred on the outside with tiles two 
inches In thickness and twelve Inches 
in height (the furring tlles overlapping 
the smaller blocks), making a wall 
eight Inches In thickness, the whole be- 
ing re-enforced by pairs of steel tension 
bands running through the walls at fre- 
quent Intervals. 

The steel tension bands are Imbed- 
ded In a cement grouting and the out- 
side furring !s applied with a cement 
mortar. The foundation walls and base 
are bullt of concrete. 

One of these new elevators has a ca- 
pacity of 1,000,000 bushels, and consists 
of twenty-four tanks, twenty-four feet 
{u diameter (inside) and 100 feet In 
height, with a steel operating house at 
one end, forty-two by seventy feet, con- 
taining all the machinery for filling and 
emptying the tanks. There Is nothing 


in the construction of this plant to 
burn. All the machinery is driven by 
electricity from an adjacent public 
generating station.

The first crulse of the sallor Theo- 
dorus Bailey was in 1818, on board the 
“Cyane,” which captured several slave- 
trading ships off the 
coast of Africa at 
the time when the 
government of the 
United States was 
endeavoring to put 
an end to the slave 
trade. After several 
years of service on 
the navy ships at 
the time when the 
Mexican war broke 
out, Lieut, Balley 

was already a vcet- 
THEODORUS BAILEY. eran. He made use 
of his vessel, an old razee, as an armed 
cruiser, and did effective service at the 
blockade of the west coast of Mexico. 
He landed the troops at Monterey, cap- 
tured San Blas, and was actively em- 
ployed with the land forces |n the cap- 
ture of California. 

After the close of the war, Balley 
happened to arrive opportunely in Pan- 
ama during the riots of the middle fif- 
ties, and at once took steps to suppress 
them, which proved satisfactory alike 
to both the government and the cit!- 
rens, 

The most Important service of Capt. 
Bailey during the Civil War was given 
while he was second In command of the 
fleet of Farragut. Farragut sent Bailey 
to demand the surrender of New Or- 
leans. He passed through the streets 
in the midst of a howling mob, which 
threatened him and his companions 
with drawn pistols. In his official re- 
poort to Washington Admiral Farragut 
commended the gallantry sand bravery 
of Bailey and sent bim to Washington 
with the official reports. He was pro- 
moted commodore after the capture of 
New Orleans in token of appreciation 
by the government.

There was never a time in the his- 
tory of the earth when the door of op- 
portunity to the technical branches of 
the world's work was so Inyitingly held 
open to women as It Is to-day. That 


the gentler sex In the United States ts 
taking advantage of this enlarged 
sphere of her activity Is very plainly 
shown In the figures of the last census. 

Census reports are generally regard- 
ed as a useful but uninteresting accu- 
mulation of facts, but while this !s 
true, they render no slight service in 
estimating thé value of important 
movements, According to the census 
of 1900 there are 805 “gainful occupa- 
tions” {n this country, and of that 
number women were found !n 2907, 
leaving only elght In which, at the time 
the census was taken, they were not 
engaged. 

To enumerate these occupations In 
which woman {s not found {s to argue 
that she has succeeded In getting Into 
nearly all. There are, for instance, no 
women soldiers, sailors or marines. 
Perhaps If the law was not explici 
women might be found navigating a 
battleship or fighting a submarine. But 
the law she had no hand In framing 
says “No.” When women are given the 
right to vote there may be another 
Story to tell. Then, there are no wom- 
en firemen {n any of the munte!pal de- 
partments, no women street car drir- 
ers, no women “belpers to brasswork- 
ers,” “helpers to steam boiler makers” 
nor “apprentices and helpers to roofers 
and slaters,” 

It should be noted that in the three 
classes last named women thus far 
have only refrained from engaging as 
helpers or apprentices, though they are 
found as brassworkers, steam boiler 
makers and as roofers. A Delaware 
town bas !ts woman horseshoer, and 
women machinists are by no means un- 
known.

PROTECTING HUMAN LIFE 

We are starting out the new year 
rather dolorously in the matter of 
accidents. The railroads have gone 
into the slaughtering business as if 
they were determined to make a 
record, while other methods of sac- 
rificing life have been in active op- 
eration. Recently an explosion in 
a West Virginia coal mine contrib- 
uted half a hundred victims to the 
toll, while last week’s steamer col- 
lision gave three times fifty. 

The deplorable feature of these 
numerous accidents is that most of 
them are unnecessary and can be 
charged up to negligence or law- 
lessness. Railroads have rules to 
govern the movements of traine, 
and if these were closely observed 
the number of wrecks would be ma- 
terially decreased. So, too, there 
are laws governing the operation of 
mines, and if these were strictly 
enforced, the lives of miners would 
not be hazarded every time they 
descend a shaft. 

An International Exposition of 
Safety Device and Hygiene was 
held in New York a week or two 
ago, the object being to discuss ap- 
pliances and means of protecting 
workmen from accident. President 
Roosevelt was invited to be present 
but his official duties required his 
presence in Washington, Writing 
to Dr. Josiah Strong, president of 
the American Institute of Social 
service, expressing regrets, he took 
occasion to point out the impor- 
tance of the exposition in the fol- 
Jowing language: 

“As modern civilization is con- 
stantly creating artificial dangers 
of life, limb and health, it is im- 
perative upon us to provide new 
safeguards against the new perils. 
{mn legislation and in our use of 
Safety devices for the protection of 
workmen we are far behind Euro- 
bean peoples, and in consetuence 
in the United States the casualties 
Attendant upon peaceful industries 
€xceed those which would happen 
“Under great perpetual war, Many, 
tven most, of these casualties are 
breventable, and it is not support- 
&ble that we should continue a pol- 
icy under which life and limb are 
sacrificed because it is supposed to 
he cheaper to inaim and kill men 
tinan to protect them.” 

But safety devices are of no avail 
Unless they are utilized, and no 
legislation, however remedial in 
eharacter, is of value unless en- 
forced, It should then be the aim 
of the authorities to determine, for 
instance, the best safety appliances 
for railways, coal mines and other 
industries, and having so deter- 
Mined, to force corporations to 
‘adopt them, and the law cannot be 
oo rigid in this respect. And there 
should be no dalliance in the mat- 
fer of law enforcement when it 
‘comes to a question of human life.

When the fact is considered 
that this part of the world is, vir- 
tually, alive with wolves and eagles 
it is easy to comprehend the enor- 
mous numbers of deer which are 
annually destroyed by them, A 
rational remedy for this ccndition 
would be to offer a bounty for wolf 
scalps and eagle heads, and allow 
the plumage and talons to be sold 
outside the district. 





It is a matter of regret that Mr, 
Inman was unable to get surveyors 
in time to complete the townsite 
survey last year.

TO PROVIDE FOR OPENINGS IN ATTICS OF 
BUILDINGS FOR FIRE PROTECTION 

The Town of Wrangell does ordain as 
follows: 

SrEcTION 1,—That al) owners of buildings 
within the corporate limits of the Town of 
Wrangell, Alaska, where stove pipes, terra 
r2 otta flues, chimneys or other smoke conduc- | 

tors pass through the ceilings, must provide 
openings in said ceilings, commonly known 
as trap-doors or scuttle holes, said openings 
to be large enough to admit the body of a 
man, and as near as possible in the center of 
the building. 

PROPERTY OWNEKS TO FURNISH LADDERS 
FOR REACHING ATTICS IN BUILDINGS | 

Src. 2.—Every owner of a building or} 
buildings within the corporate limits of the | 
Town of Wrangell, Alaska, where stove 
pipes, terra cotta flues, chimneys or other 
smoke conductors pass through the ceilings 
of said buildings, must provide and keep a 
short ladder in cach of said buildings, the 
same to be used for reaching attics in case of 
fire 

Every ladder so provided must be kept on 
the flodr nearest to the opening through the 
ceiling or in some part of the building easy 
of access 

FIRE WARDENS TO FILE COMPLAINTS 

Sec. 3.—The members of the Board of 
Fire Wardens are hereby required to see 
that the provisions of this ordinance are en- 
forced, and to make complaints to the proper 
court for any violation thereof 

PENALTY 

Src, 4.—Any person or persons violating 
any of the provisions of this ordinance shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upen conviction thereof shall be fined not 
less than Twenty Dollars or more than One 
Hundred Dollars, or be imprisoned not to 
exceed twenty days, or be both fined and 
imprisoned at the discretion of the court. 


TIME OF TAKING EFFECT 


This ordinance shall be published on the 
14th, 21st and 28th days of February, 1907, 
in the ALASKA SENTINEL, a newspaper 
published in the Town of W rangell, Alaska, 
and shall be posted in at least three public 
places in said town, and shall take effect 
and be in force from and after the last date 
of publication.
